(Britain Is in No 


Fear of Starvation 


Food Surplus Put Away in 
Secret Storage. 


LONDON.—Great Britain does not 
fear starvation in the present war, 
according to government economic 
statisticians. 

Secret purchases and storage of 
foodstuffs during the last 12 months 
have been so successful, it was said, 
that even if, in the future, ships 
were unable to reach British ports 
with supplies from abroad the na- 
tion could be fed for more than 12 
months—certainly until after another 
harvest was gathered in. 

The full extent of the government 
stocks has not been revealed, but in 
ports where wheat is stored in silos 
and granaries stocks are known to 
exceed 11,600,000 hundredweight. 
This is 73 per cent higher than a 
year ago. Holdings of wheat flour 
are nearly 40 per cent heavier. 

If the whole of Ireland is included 
the stocks of wheat are 170 per cent 
greater than a year ago. 

Purchases of wheat from abroad 
are reaching record figures. Dur- 
ing the seven months ended July 31, 
70,841,000 hundredweight of wheat 
had been delivered from countries 
overseas. 

In addition, there is Britain’s own 
harvest yet to be gathered. It is 
estimated at more than 30,000,000 
hundredweight which is much great- 
er than the harvest of 1914, taken 
at the outbreak of the World war. 

Large quantities of frozen meat 
from Australia, New Zealand, Bra- 
zil, Uruguay and the Argentine ere 
stored in London, Manchester, Bir- 
mingham, Liverpool, Cardiff and Not- 
tingham, apart from canned foods 
placed in reserve by leading manu- 
facturers. 

On British farms the total live 
stock is greater than at any other 
time in many years. 


German Will Wear 


One Suit a Year Is Limit 
Under New Rules. 


BERLIN.—Clothing will be strictly 
rationed in Germany under new reg- 
ulations just issued. 

A German may buy no more than 
one suit a year. 
suit, he can buy only twé shirts. If 
he buys one suit and two shirts, he 

can buy nothing else in the way of 
haberdashery, no socks, no neck- 
ties, no underwear. 

A German woman may have one 
tailored suit, one wool dress and 
a corset in one year. But if she 
buys these articles, she can buy 
nothing else, not even a pair of 
stockings.

' Texans Are Found to Be 
Nobility of Old Spain 


AUSTIN, TEXAS.—A record show- 

ing that 400 Texans are descendants 
[o the New world’s Spanish nobili- 

‘ty has been uncovered by a re- 
{ search librarian at the University of 

Texas. 

A certified copy of a decree is- 

sued by King Philip V of Spain in 
1730, signed by the Spanish viceroy 
in Mexico City, designated the 15 
. original families of San Antonio and 
their descendants ‘‘forever to be 
landed noblemen of the kingdom of 
Castille.’ The San Antonio group, 
named ‘‘Los Islenos,’’ were 15 fami- 
lies that came to San Antonio, then 
in Mexico, by way of the Canary 
islands. 

Miss Esther Perez Carajal of San 
Antonio, president of ‘‘Los Islenos,”’ 
said that about 400 known descend- 
ants of the original families are 
living. The Perez family, however, 
lis reportedly the only one whose 
|} name remains distinct today. 

The ‘‘first families’’ of San Anto- 
nio organized in 1931 and meet in 
the governor’s palace at that city 
each March 9, date of the arrival 
of their forefathers. 

The copy of the 209-year-old de- 
cree of nobility was found among 
the 200,000 pages of manuscripts 
and printed matter in the University 
' of Texas Latin-American collection. 

The original document has never 

been found, librarians said. The 

copy in the Texas collection was 
made in 1806 at San Antonio, to be 
kept on file at that town’s archives. 

The archives collection was trans- 
ferred to the university by Bexar 
county commissioners in 1899.

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Legi ion Takes Stand

Calling upon all members of the 
State Legislature for direct ac- 
tion and upon the 65,000 members 
of its 568 posts for united sup- 
Lyort, leaders of the American Le- 
gion this week launched a fight 
for legislative reform to halt the 
mounting costs of relief in Calif- 
ornia and stem the flood of un- 
employed and unemployable mi- 
. grants from other States. 

State Commander W. S. Dunn, 
John P. Beale, shairman of the 
Legislative Commission, and J. K. 
Fisk, department adjutant, struck 
on two broad fronts. Fsrst, in a 
letter mailed today to every mem- 
ber of the Legislature, now in 
special session, Beale declared: 
“Heretofore, new residents in 
California, whether employable or 
unemployable, have been given 
Federal assistance during their 
first year of residence here, and 
thereafter, without regard to their 
employability, have been declared 
eligible for, and in the number of 
hundreds of thousands have _ re- 
ceived, State relief. We believe, 
therefore, that change in the resi- 
dence requirement immediately 
should be made, and urge you to 
endeavor to enact without delay 
suitable legislation to this effect: 
Revision limiting the expenditure 
or disbursement of State funds for 
state relief to only those individu- 
als who have resided in California 
for three consecutive years.” The 
letter concludes: “If we continue 
voluntarily to assume the relief 
burden of other States, our old- 
age pension system, school sys- 
tem, and social programs will 
break down because of the heavy 
tax burden which already has ap- 
proached the limit of endurance.” 

Also, adding to the effect of the

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Fish Pond Is Fertilized 
To Aid in Breeding Bass 


GENOA, WIS.—Fertilizing a fish 
hatchery pond with ordinary ma- 
nure has produced excellent results. 

Capt. C. F. Culler, United States 
fisheries superintendent for the Mis- 
sissippi division, claimed a world’s 
record for bass propagation in a 10- 
acre pond beside the Mississippi riv- 
er. Fifty pairs of black bass placed 
in the pond last spring produced 
1,400,000 offspring. 

Culler said 80 loads of manure 
scattered over the pond produced an 
immense hatch of daphnia, minute 
water insects upon which bass feed. 
He described fertilizing of hatchery 
ponds asa comparatively new meth- 
od of accélerating production.

NEW YORK.—The painstaking 
transcription by hand cf 91 books 
into Braille has just been com- 
pleted by Augustine J. Smith, 
vice president of the board of 
managers of the New York Insti- 
tute for the Education of the 
Blind.

U. S. Now Is Producing 
1,250 Planes Every Month 


NEW YORK.—The airplane manu- 
facturing industry in the United 
States has so increased plant fa- 
cilities in recent months that it can 
now produce 1,250 planes a month, 
according to John H. Jouett, presi- 
dent of the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce of America, at Rocke- 
feller Center, New York. He adds 
that, according to a recent survey 
of plant expansion, projects now un- 
der way for vastly increased fac- 
tory space will result in a still great- 
er increase in production capacity. 

Of the 43 airplane plants includ- 
ed in the survey, 23 are now work- 
ing on orders for military equip- 
ment.

Indian Chief Quick to 


Savvy Nice Legal Ruling 

SALT LAKE CITY.—The decorum | 
of Utah Attorney General Joseph 
Chez’s office was badly upset when 
seven chiefs and assistant chiefs 
from the Goshute Indian reserva- 
tion appeared for legal advice. 

They had a stack of complaints 
that included charges that white set- 
tlers in the vicinity were diverting 
water away from Indian crops and | 
that white merchants were peddling 
groceries on the reservation against 
the Goshutes’ wishes, but there was 
one problem that baffled the attor- | 
ney general. 

The Indians, Chief Muchach 
Temoke said, were perrnitted to kill | 
deer on the reservation the year | 
‘round, regardless of regular sea- | 
sons. But what was to be done 
with a deer that fell with one half 
on the reservation and the other out- 
side, when the season was closed. 

“If most of the deer falls on your 
side, take it and say nothing,’’ Chez | 
recommended. ‘If most falls on the 
other side of the line, well—maybe 
somebody should drag it over be- 
fore a game warden comes along.’”’ 

Chief Temoke nodded sagely.

Of U. S., Says C. of C. Man | 


MILWAUKEE.—A man’s world? 

Well, hardly—in the opinion of 
Henry W. Stanley, executive secre- 
tary of the Hot Springs, Ark., cham- 
ber of commerce. 

According to Stanley, the women | 
of America, or ‘‘powder-puff finan- 
ciers,’’ as he calls them, own 70 per 
cent of the nation’s private wealth, 
buy 85 per cent of all the merchan- 
dise sold through retail outlets, have | 
$10,000,009,900, or 66 per cent of all | 
savings bank deposits, possess titles | 
to 48 per cent of all the homes in | 
the country and comprise 49 per 
cent of the 15,000,000 stockholders.
